KUWAIT, Aug. 19 (R) — Kuwait said Saturday it has 
accepted Sudan’s invitation to an Arab League Council meet- 
ing in Khartoum aimed at bringing together Arab states in- 
cluding those opposed to Egyptian President Anwar Sadat’s 
Middle East policies. 

Kuwait's Deputy Premier and Foreign Minister, Sheikh 
Sabah Al-Ahmad Al-Sabah, told reporters after meeting Arab 
League Secretary-General Mahmoud Riad that his country had 
agreed to attend the Sept. 12 meeting. 

Riad, who is seeking support for the Sudanese- move, also 
had separate talks with the Ruler of Kuwait, Sheikh Jaber 
Al-Ahmad Al-Sabah. 

He told reporters Friday night that four Arab countries 
— Lebanon, Morocco, Sudan and the United Arab Emirates

Two convicts killed 
in Izmir jail riots 


Inside Israel 

Fateh carries out attacks 


IZMIR. Aug. 19 (R) — Two 
convicts died in rioting at an 
Izmir prison early Saturday in 
the latest violence affecting 
Turkish jails. 

A senior prison official said 
the two men died after about 
300 of the 1,700 inmates of 
Buca prison began disturbances 
in support of unspecified de- 
mands. 

The unrest lasted for about 
four hours, during which six 
persons were also injured, one 
seriously. Three workshops 
were set on fire before secu- 
rity guards restored order just 
after dawn. 

During the past month, seve- 
ral prisons have been hit by 
internal violence, with two pri- 
son directors killed and an- 
other held hostage, 


Three prisoners died in 
what officials said was politi- 
cally-motivated violence in a 
jail at Balikesir, northeast of 
Izmir last month. 

Political violence outside the 
jails has claimed more than 
290 lives this year, with Tur- 
kish radio reporting a student 
killed in the central Anatolian 
city of Konya Saturday, 

In Bursa, western Turkey a 
major fire swept through its 
central area Saturday night, in- 
juring 15 persons and causing 
considerable damage. 

A warehouse stocked with 
several million dollars worth 
of tobacco due to be exported 
to Italy was among the build- 
ings damaged by the blaze. 

-Firemen were fighting to 
bring it under control. 


BEIRUT, Aug. 19 (AP) — 
Fateh, the military wing of the

Flood worsens 
in Bangladesh

('R) — James Earl Ray's hopes 
of a successful appeal against 
his conviction for the murder 
of civil rights leader Martin 
Luther King have suffered a 
severe setback following new 
testimony from a former Scot- 
land Yard detective. 

The House of Representa- 
tives Assassinations Commit- 
tee, which is conducting pub- 
lic hearings into the kiUlngs 
of Dr. King and President 
John Kennedy, abruptly sus- 
pended its questioning of Ray

Eist’s statement was read at 
Friday's hearing, the third dav 
Friday after a heated ex- 
change with his lawyer, Mark 
Lane, over the surprise evi- 
dence. 

Retired Detective Chief Ins- 
pector Anthony ELst told com- 
mittee investigators in London 
two weeks ago that Ray had 
made remarks in Britain short- 
ly after Dr. King’s killing 10 
years ago which left “no 
doubt in my mind.. .that he 
had done the murder.”

Philippines jet blast 
blamed on suicide case 


MANILA, Aug. 19 (UF1)— 
The explosion that rocked a 
Philippines Air Lines domestic 
'tught Friday was a case of 
suicide by a despondent air- 
port electrician under threat of 
odng fired, PAL officials said 
Saturday. 

Aviation, officials said Ro- 
dolfo Salazar, a worker in his 
late 30s at Cebu Airport 350 
miles southeast of Manila took 
out a $5,700 insurance policy 
and then blew himself up in 
the lavatory during a flight to 
Manila aboard a PAL jeX. 

The explosion blew Salazar 
out of the aircraft. 

Three other persons aboard 
the plane, which carried 78 
passengers and six crewmen, 
were injured by flying debris 
being sucked out of the man- 
sized hole left by the explosion 
at 24,000 feet 

The pilot deftly maneuvered 
the plane to 12,000 feet, then 
brought the aircraft down to 
a safe landing 

Officials said Salazar was 
under threat of being fired for 
still unexplained reasons when 
he bought a one-way ticket to 
Manila and the insurance po- 
licy. 

“All circumstances point to 
the fact that he carried the 
bomb.” an aviation official who 
declined to be identified said. 
“It was obviously a suicide 
■case.” 


All passengers praised the 
coolness of the pilot. 

Capt. Antonio Misa, a -vete- 
ran pilot flew a domestic jet 
commandeered in 1971 in the 
lirst successful hijacking to 
China. 


Misa also was the pilot of a 
jet which experienced a similar 
incident on June 3, 1975 when 
a blast in its -lavatory caused 
-by a grenade killed one and 
wounded 45. 


A spokesman said Friday's 
blast marked the fifth time in 
30 years that an inflight ex- 
plosion has occurred on a PAL 
jet 


Ray had appeared.

He had asked to appear at 
the hearings.

In its annual survey of the

Consumer prices are fore- 
cast to rise 13.5 per cent this 
year, up from the 10 per cent 
officially predicted and from 
12 pear cent in 1977, due to 
domestic factors, notably subs- 
tantial increases in nominal 
wages and other incomes. 

“This year nominal wages 
are expected to rise by about 
20 per cent and real wages 
by 6 per cent, rates which are 
dearly excessive by any stand- 
ards and unsustaina ble over 
the medium- term,” the survey 
said.

CARTER’S GAMBLE 


At his press conference Thursday, President Carter gave 
personal confirmation of the qualitative change that has taken 
place in the Middle East peace-making process. He echoed 
Secretary of State Vance's statement in Alexandria earlier this 
month that (he United States has accepted a new role as a 
**fuH partner” in the negotiations, and he stressed that vital 
U-S. national interests were tied up in the search for a Mid- 
dle East settlement. Only a few short months ago. State De- 
partment officials were telling the parties to the dispute that the 
U.S. was only a mediator in the peace-making process. Now, 
as a result of the breakdown in the talks between Egypt and 
the Carter administration has admitted to itself and the 
world that the United States cannot afford another war in the 
Middle East. 

President Carter knows full well that his reputation is mi 
the line. The upcoming Camp David summit could make or 
break him, both, in terms of his popularity at home and his 
credibility abroad. Mr. Carter admitted as much at his news 
.conference, when he conceded that if the summit fails to pro- 
duce results, he wiH hold himself partly to blame. The summit 
is “a very high risk for me politically,” he said. 

Mr/ Carter's stock with the American public has declined 
dramatically over the past six months, if the public opinion 
polls are any indication. The reasons opinion analysts have 
pot forward for the president’s drop in popularity — indedsive- 
ness, contradictory policies, etc. — are not entirely- convincing. 
On many issues President Carter has not been afraid to enter 
the lion’s den, and confront Congress or the public on tough 
policy questions— Including his energy program, reform of the 
government bureaucracy, the Panama Canal, die F-15 sale, and 
the Turkish arms embargo. On many of these issues he has 
prevailed. On others, it appears that congressional indecisive- 
ness and contradictions are responsible for lack of progress, 
rather than presidential waffling. Mr. Carter’s declining popu- 
larity may be partly due to a general disenchantment with poli- 
tical leaders that has followed in the wake of Watergate. It 
may also be- the result of public disappointment over Mr. 
Carter’s disavowal of the traditional presidential “leadership 
imagery in favor of a more low-key, matter -of fact approach 
to policymaking President Carter comes across in the electro- 
nic media as rather a “bourgeois" technocrat. His style lacks 
the flare and excitement that the television generation of 
Americans have come to expect. In short, Mr. Carter is percei- 
ved as “boring” and “non-presidential”, and his achievements 
tend to be overlooked because his image fails to reinforce

BEIRUT— 

The Lebanese government is 
starting to show impatience with 
the American role in this be- 
8tnur&ns 'Axjanoo pannSvsf 
one of Lebanon's last links 
with the West.

These militias, almost totally 
dependent on Israel for sup- 
plies and access to their strong- 
holds along the border, have 
been using artillery since July 
31 to block the Lebanese army’s 
advance into the south.

The United States has sup- 
ported the Sarkis government 
and its efforts to restore nation- 
al sovereignty throughout this 
country since the civil war end- 
ed in November, 1976. 

The current depth of bitter- 
ness against a policy that is es- 
sentially supportive may seem 
exaggerated, but the Christian 
Lebanese, who have tradition- 
ally dominated the government 
and economy, and moderate 
Muslims have in recent years 
come to look on Washington 
as their most essential sup- 
porter. France, which ruled 
Lebanon by mandate from 
World War I to Lebanese inde- 
pendence in 1946, has gradually 
disengaged itsdf from primacy 
In Lebanese affairs. 

“America’s problem here 
reaHy has little to do with the 
Lebanese per se, and that is a 
major reason from the strain,” 
suggested a Western European 
diplomat. “Her problem is that 
she is trying to keep the Israelis 
happy and not burn bridges 
with the Arabs.” 

The Carter administration 
supports both Israel's preoc- 
cupation with security — often 
translated into strikes against 
Palestinians based in Lebanon 
— and the intervention here of 
Syria, an ardent champion of 
the Palestinian cause and 
Israel’s most militant Arab 
neighbor. 


Arab investments abroad

LONDON— 

Arabs, who have invested 
heavily in Britain and Western 
Europe in recent years, now 
appear to be increasing their 
investments in the United Sta- 
tes. 

“X'm afraid the boom days 
in Britain are over," said Abdul 
Ghani P&lli, economic adviser 
to the Arab and International 
Bank for Investment, 

“Arab investment will con- 
tinue in Britain on a smaller 
scale because changes in the 
British economy have not been 
as favorable from our point of 
view as they were a few years 
ago," Dalli said. 

He Explained: “America is 
now experiencing the kind of 
conditions that Bri tain did, de- 
pressed prices and a depreciated 
currency.” 

The British tourist authority 
says at least 400,000 Arabs came 
to London last year and spent 
an average of $2,740 each, dis- 
placing Americans as the big- 
gest spenders. 

There are an estimated one 
million Arabs living, working or 
vacationing in Europe and at 
least a dozen Arabic-Language 


papers have been launched for 
them. 

Economic experts here have 
conservatively estimated that 
Arabs have pumped at least 700 
million pounds (51.33 billion) 
Into Britain's anemic economy 
since 1974. 

The Arabs mainly invested in 
real estate and industry. Thou- 
sands headed for Europe on 
vacations when Lebanon, the 
Arabs’ traditional playground, 
became a war zone in 1975. 

Paris and Geneva also have 
become popular. Now West 
Germany appears to be heading 
for a petrodollar boom. 

But London has been the 
focal point of Arab interest. 
At least 5950 million has been 
poured into British companies 
or used in buying property. 

An Associated Press survey 
showed that the same has hap- 
pened in other European coun- 
tries, but on a smaller scale.

Impatience of the rightists 
with Washington goes back to 
the civil war, when the rightists 
felt the U.S. should have over- 
tly supported them in the fight 
against Palestinians and leftists. 

A spokesman for the ultra- 
rightist National Liberal Party 
has claimed that former Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
once proposed that the Pales- 
tinians get a homeland in Leba- 
non as a way to ease the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. This allegation 
has never been verified. 

The United States supported 
Syria’s intervention on behalf 
of the rightists at the climax of 
the 19-month war, but relations 
between the Syrians and the 
rightists have soured since then 
and Washington has not declar- 
ed any new policy. 

Many Palestinians and na- 
tionalists here believe the Uni- 
ted States supported the right- 
ists during die war with arms 
and advice, although Washing- 
ton firmly denies it and the 
rightists scoff at it. 

Anti-American sentiment in 
the leftist camp led to the as- 
sassination in June, 1976, of 
U-S. Ambassador Francis Meloy 
Jr. and his economic counsel- 
lor. 

The southern rightists, who 
have developed an open line 
with Israel, believe the U.S. 
has not demonstrated proper 
gratitude for Lebanese sym- 
pathy in this part of the world. 

“You seem to forge that we 
are the last bridge between East 
and West here as weH as the 
bastion against Commun- 
ism,” a spokesman for rightist 
leader Camille Chamoun told 
a visiting American reporter. 

Privately, some American 
diplomats express discomfort 
with the rightist view, which, 
they regard as too inflexible. —

New Soviet maneuvers began 
on Czechoslovakia’s borders 
Aug. 11, but few Czechoslovaks 
paid much - attention as they 
welcomed Yugoslavia’s mave- 
rick President Josrp Tito two 
days earlier to Prague. 

On Aug. .17, a group of 
Soviet military intelligence spe- 
cialists in civilian dress arrived 
in Prague aboard a special 
flight to establish contact with 
pro-Moscow agents. • 
hi Moscow, the central com- 
mittee of the party had given 
tiie formal order to strike. 

An hour before midnight on 
Tuesday, Aug. 20, some 


200.000 Soviet, East German, 
Bulgarian, Polish and Hungar- 
ian troops entered Czechoslova- 
kia at' nearly 20 border points. 

An Antonov-24 pathfinder 
aircraft had landed earlier at 
Prague’s Ruzyne Airport and set 
up electronic equipment to dir- 
ect troop transport planes that 
began arriving at regular inter- 
vals shortly after midnight, dis- 
charging weapons and troops. 

Czechoslovak party leaders, 
meeting in party headquarters, 
first- heard of the invasion 
shortly before midnight in a 
telephone call from Defense 
Minister Martin Dznr. 

“So they have done it and 
■ they could do this to me,” was 
Dubcek’s reaction, according to 
one of his closest advisers, 
party secretary Zdenek Mlynar. 

Shortly afterward, party lea- 
; ders drew qp a proclamation to 
be broadcast nationwide, brand, 
ing the invasion as incompatible 
with the principles of inter- 
national law. The message said 
armed resistance was not pos- 
sible. 

The proclamation stunned 
Prague residents who had been 
jolted out of their sleep by the 
roar of the aircraft. 

Czechoslovak News Agency 
director Miroslav Sulek tried 
to get his staff to put out a 
statement saying the Warsaw 
Pact troops had come in respon- 
se to a request from a “revolu- 
tionary government of workers 
and peasants" which supposed- 
ly had just replaced the refor- 
mat regime. 

The street* of Prague came 
alive with flag waving people 
and police cars with their sirens 
shrieking. 

Red .Army paratroopers arm- 
ed with machine guns surround- 
ed party headquarters shortly 
before dawn and rushed up- 
stairs. 

“Suddenly, the door of Dub- 
cek’s office burst open," Mlynar 
recalled. “About eight men sur- 
rounded a large table and held 
guns at our necks. Two senior 
officers entered. One was a very 
short colonel with a . lot of 
medals. He announced we were 
under his protection. Someone 
— I believe Dubek — wanted to 
say something. But the dwarfish 
colonel shouted at him to sit 
down and not speak Czech.” 

Security agents hauled Dub- 


cek and other party leaden 
five hours later, explaining t, 
were acting “on behalf of 
revolutionary tribunal.” 
National Assembly Presii 
Josef Smrkovsky said he 
never heard of that court.

But outbursts of violen 
were rare. 

Loudspeakers warned peop 
not to give the occupying tioo.

100. 

Passive resistance became ft 
watchword as the entire count! 
was turned into a labyrinth i 
which many troops lost tad 
way. Road signs were tor 
down, street and bouse numb* 
plates ripped off and walls wer 
covered with satiric slogan 
and cartoons. Soldiers were un 
able to find food, cigarettes o. 
even water. 

Hundreds of students practi- 
ced their best school Russian 
and Marxist dialectic on tac 
wide-eyed young troops whe 
were prepared for combat but 
not for explaining why they 
had come. 

Meanwhile Svoboda had suc- 
ceeded in having the Soviets 
agree to a top level meeting in 
the Kremlin. Dubcek and other 
party leaders joined him.— <AR

again and are identified. And 
others reappear but still have 
no name. When Jacques Cous- 
teau. Douglas Faulkner or Sir 
Peter Scott want to “do" this 
coast of the Red Sea, they 
come first to Woody, <Uve with 
him or look at his photo- 
graphs, and sit out on this deck. 
He may seem young to be play- 
ing the wise old salt, but 
Woody’s North Carolina coast 
roots early put the sea in his 
blood and a drawl in bis spe- 
ech, and he seems a natural for 
the role. 

Yet it is ultimately hrs con- 
fidence about himself beneath 
the surface that is earning him 
his reputation. That is not to 
say this tall, boyishly handsome 


man doesn't recognize hazard: 
He considers great depth should 
be treated as “dangerous.” But 
he has the qualities of one 
steeped in experience with his 
skill: the absence of panic in 
tight situations. a sense 
of when to retreat and 
when to strike. Once, lob- 
stering in Florida, Woody wait- 
ed until a twelve-foot hammer- 
head made five passes at him 
— just to make sure the crea- 
ture had serious intentiods — 
before killing it. 

“1 have no fear, only respect 
for the sea,” he . says, lighting 
the pipe that is ever-present on 
dry land.

U not been him or it: "1 gave 
up spear-fishing because once 
you start taking pictures of 
these fish, you don't want to 
kill them anymore." 

. And it’s not as if he has never 
suffered from his avocation. 
Only when you first shake 
hands with him — never later — 
are you aware of the missing 
fingers on his right hand: Even 
as a boy Woody dived, and in 
those days the infamous ship- 
wreck coast near his home at 
Kill Devil Hill was newly lit- 
tered with detritus from World 
War IL One grenade was still 
live. 

Twelve years ago the mech- 
anic took a job with then- 
fledgling Saudia Airlines so he 
could be near the reefs he was 
itching to photograph. It was a 
pioneering time, and Woody's 
job included flying off to desert 
landing strips to set up what 
have become busy airports on 
Saudia’s schedule. Today he is 
married (to a former Saudia 
stewardess) and as chief of the 
airline's Jeddab maintenance 
operation is responsible for 
keeping the expanding fleet in 
the air. But every spare moment 
finds the Pridgens and assorted 
friends and followers at their 
house on the Creek, getting 
ready to go out or just return- 
ing from a trip to one of the 
reeis. 

Today the talk on the deck 
has come back to a perennially 
favorite dispute: Where is the 
best place to dive? 

The champion of the Yuca- 
tan coast is defeated at the out- 
set, the Great Barrier Reef

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man lacks experience here, but 
the defender of Tahiti appears 
to give Woody of the Red Sea 
a run for his money. 

When he's ready. Woody 
sucks on his pipe and says, 
“Yes. I've dived them all — 
been to Tahiti four times — 
and the Polynesians do have 
beautiful water and a wonder- 
ful setting. But they live from 
the sea by spear-fishing, so 
you’re lucky to see anything 
over twelve inches long. Be- 
sides,” he says, warming to his 
. subject, “their surf is terrific so 
there's no coral life." 

The Red Sea, on the other 
band, is a calm, enclosed body 
of water where corals can grow. 

“Seventy-five per cent of Red 
Sea corals are in sight of snor- 
keiers, and for divers who go 
really deep, there are even 
more exotic Red Sea fans and 
black corals. There’s more life 
per square inch in the Red 
Sea than in any other body of 
water.” 

What Woody doesn’t talk 
about here, but speaks of at 
great length later after a night 
(five at the entrance to the 
Greek, is how the beauty of 
these seas is being destroyed. 

“Up to two years ago there 
was no pollution. But the Suez 
reopened without regulations 
for pumping bilges, and there 
are so many ships now... ” he 
says. “It’s killing off the shal- 
low reef coral life.” 

Some of the blame for the 
destruction lies much closer to 
home, however, as dose as the 
nearest pleasure boat party or 
sloppy beachfront resident. The 
famous Jeddah Creek, for cen- 
times a trequemen landmark 
channel of the Hejazi coast, 
is a sad example. 

“Twelve years ago this Creek 
was alive,” recalls Woody. 
“Now tin cans and bottles have 
collected on the bottom, and 
compared to then, today it’s 
barren.” 

Woody the photographer is 
self-taught. He bought his first 
housing for an ins Lama tic for 
fifty-four dollars; today he 
owns three Nikon* and five 
Ralleis and his equipment bag 
is worth $20,000. His sugges- 
tions to aspiring underwater 
photographers, however, do 
not include buying a lot of 
fancy gadgets. 

“Most of the people who 
want to do this never get really 
good at ft. Maybe they don't 
want to spend the time it takes. 
Or a lot of them never learn 
their equipment through before 
they’re off buying into another 
system. My advice to a new 
photographer is to get himsetf 
a Nikon os with a 35 nun. 
leas and run with it.” 

Woody believes in ' moving 
rig ht up to. his subject, and his 
photos show how he balances 
an aggressive technique with: 
transcendent patience. 

"You have to get on top of* 



your subject, whether it’s an 
old wreck, a piece of coral or 
a lion fish, because no matter 
how clear the water looks 
plankton and other impurities 
are there between you,” he 
says. 

“And one think you learn: no 
fish will pose for you. I*ve 
wailed seven years to .lake the 
right pictures of one fish.” 

Some day Woody Pridgen's 
dream will come true, his pho- 
tographs will be published in a 
big, glossy book, and will like- 


ly become an instant collector’s 
item. Meanwhile, they are only 
seen by friends and the occa- 
sional audiences of enthusiasts 
when be gives slide shows in 
Jeddah. 

Today he continues to dive 
and photograph, logging infor- 
mation and expanding the pic- 
ture collection. 

His wife Angie, however, no 
longs' accompanies him under- 
water. Two years ago, far out 
to sea, they were with another 
diver looking at an old wreck 


at 75 feet when Angie ran out 
of air. She panicked — a 
fright that would keep her from 
ever diving again — and kick- 
ed so hard she threw off the 
swim fins which might have 
propelled her to the surface. 
Woody remained calm, gave 
her air from his own supply, 
and get them both up safely. 

“It's the same reason why he 
gets good pictures,’.’ says An- 
gie, recalling the incident. 
“Woody can handle anything

Tkach, a 27-year-oLd Olym- 
pic gold medalist, edged East 
Germany's Emmanuel Raasch 
in two dramatic sprints on the 
wooden surface of the Munich 
Velodrome to recapture the title 
he held in 1974. 

West Germany’s Rainer Pod- 
lesch won the gold medal in 
the amateur motor-paced event 
ahead of two Dutch rivals, Ma-

Prague police stay discreet 
for anniversary of invasion 


PRAGUE, Aug. 19 (R) — 
Two water camion and two 
armored cars parked outside 
Prague’s central police station 
were the only unusual signs 
Saturday of tighter security in 
advance of the JOth anniver- 
sary of the Warsaw Pact incur- 
sion into Czechoslovakia. 

Two green-uniformed police- 
men leaned casually against the 
St Wenceslas statue — focal 
point of demonstrations in the 
city center against the invasion 

— in a. generally discreet and 
low-key watch on the capital. 

Police carried out spot-checks 
on cars and on people shop- 
ping for the weekend or sunn- 
ing themselves in the square — 
in fact a long boulevard lined 
with shops and cinemas. 

Dissidents said they had been 
warned during the last month 
that they risked arrest unless 
they were outside Prague . for 
Monday's anniversary. 

Many said they were taking 
an extended weekend off in the 
countryside. ' They expected 
little public attention would be 
paid to the anniversary date, 
marking the invasion - which, 
ended the liberal reforms of 
Communist Party leader Alex- 
ander Dubcek. 

The authorities have announ- 
ced no ceremonies, but Cze- 
choslovakia's official press con- 
tinues to hail Aug. 21 as the. 
day that saved Prague from an 
imminent right-wing take-over. 

Under a banner headline 
proclaiming “an indivisible 
alliance," Communist Party 
daily “Rude Pravo" Saturday 
again paid tribute to the Soviet 
’Union for what it called its 
military assistance when socia- 
list achievements were threaten- 
ed. 

Murder charge 
over Botswana 
shootings 

GABERONES, Aug. 19 (AP) 

— The black platoon comman- 
der of the Botswana Defense 
responsible for killing two 
White South Africans and a 
British student on March 29 
has been charged with murder, 
the attomey-general's office an- 
nounced Saturday. 

The announcement, on Radio 
Botswana, relates to investiga- 
tions into the circumstances of 
how the three died after they 
were picked up by a Botswana 
army patrol as alleged spies.

But Western Communist 
organizations Saturday denoun- 
ced what they called repressive 
measures in Czechoslovakia and 
demanded the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Czechoslo- 
vak soil* 

In London, Britain's tiny 
Communist Party issued a 


statement calling on Czecho- 
slovakia to stop persecuting 
citizens who took a different 
view from that of the authori- 
ties. 

In Vienna, dissident su{ 
ters of the Czect 
“Charter 77" human rights 
manifesto have announced 
plans for exhibitions illustrating 
the events of August 1968 and 
protest actions to coincide with 
the anniversary. 


Nob re da Costa picks 
four men for cabinet 


LISBON, Aug. 19 (R) — 
Portugal's independent prime 
minister - designate, Alfredo 
Nobre da Costa, Saturday re- 
joined his family holidaying in 
the sunny Algarve for the 
weekend after picking at least 
four key ministers for his pros- 
pective non-party cabinet. 

Before being formally ap- 
pointed. to head the country’s 
ninth government since the 1974 
revolution, he still has the de- 
licate task of completing a 15- 
man cabinet which would not 
arouse the open hostility of 
the Socialists of outgoing Prime 
Minister Mario Soares or the 
Communists, who control most 
organized labor. 

A rejection vote in parliament 
backed by the two parties would 
mean sudden death for the 
new government, as the Socia- 
lists with 102 deputies and the 
Communists with 40 command 
an absolute majority in the 263- 
seat assembly. 

Communist leader Alvaro 
Cunhal, in a moderate speech in 
a packed Lisbon bull ring 
Friday night, said his party’s 
attitude, and whether it would 
move a hostile vote, would de- 
pend on Nobre da Costa’s 
cabinet and program. 

The Socialists, angered by 
President Antonio Raznalho 
Banes' dismissal after the Con- 
servatives walked out of his 
six-month-old government last 
month, cake a similar attitude. 

Cunhal voiced serious reser- 
vations about 55-year-old 
Nobre da Costa, a business 
tycoon who upset the Com- 
munists while industry minis- 
ter in the Socialist-led govern- 
ment last year. Socialist dis- 
taste was reflected in a state- 
ment by party spokesman Jorge 
Campinos that Portugal needed 
a government, not a board of 
directors. 

Four of his projected 15 
cabinet members seemed cer- 
tain. Bank of Portugal gover- 
nor Jose da Silva Lopes, a 46- 
year-old economist, confirmed 
he had accepted the post of 


finance minister, and Col. 
Mario Firmino Miguel, also 46. 
will carry nn as defense minis- 
ter. 

The authoritative “Diario de 
Noticias" named a young oil 
company executive, Pedropires 
de Miranda, as minister of trade 
and tourism and Fernado dos 
Santos Manoins as minister of 
industry and technology — 
Nobre da Costa’s job list year. 
Santos Manoins, an indepen- 
dent. was secretary of state for 
industry under Dr. Soares. 

Prince of Savoy 
in court after 
rifle incident 

' BASTLA, Corsica, Aug. 19 
(AP) — Prince Victor-Emma- 
xmel of Savoy, a well-known 
member of . Europe’s jet set, 
appeared before a magistrate 
Saturday after wounding a 
young German with a rifle in 
a squabble over a missing boat 
: The prince insisted to the 
magistrate in Ajaccio, the Cor- 
sican capital, that It was an 
accident, and said he carried 
the rifle for protection from- 
Italy's Red Brigade terrorists. 

But he was charged with as- 
sault and battery and posses- 
sion of a firearm and ordered 
held in prison while the inves- 
tigation continued. 

In his interrogation, the prin- 
ce of the now defunct kingdom 
of Savoy said the shooting of 
Dink Geerd Hammer, 19, was 
accidental. 

Police said Victor -Emmarru el 
told them the incident started 
Thursday night when he no- 
ticed that the dinghy moored to 
his yacht was missing. 

He then spotted the dinghy 
attached to another yacht con- 
taining a party of Italian tou- 
rists off Cavallo, near the sou- 
thern Corsican town of Boni- 
facio. 

He chased the yacht in a 
rowboat, and .one of the Ita- 
lians, identified as Nicola 
Bende, son of a Rome doctor, 
jumped aboard the craft and a 
tussle broke out 

The prince said he fired one 
warning shot in the air, and 
then the gun went off acciden- 
tally, wounding Hammer in the 
Thigh.

Peking gives Hanoi proposal

Rhodesia seen nea 
talk with fighters 


TOKYO, Aug 19 (AP) — 
China presented a four-point 
proposal to Vietnam Saturday 
on solving the problem of Chi- 
nese residents in north Viet- 
nam, Peking’s official Hsinhua 
news agency said in a Hanoi 
dispatch. 

H sinhua said the proposal 
was submitted by Chung Hsi- 
tung, leader of the Chinese de- 
legation. at the third session of 
the Sino- Vietnamese negotia- 
tions. 

Chinese officials claim about 
160,000 “persecuted" Chinese 
■have already returned to China 
from Vietnam. Since May 
more than 10,000 Chinese have 


applied to return, Hsinhua said, 
but the Chinese Embassy issued 
return permission only to those 
who had been .“persecuted andi 
deprived" of ail means of live- 
lihood and whose parents or 
children bad already returned 
to China. 

But Viet nam Saturday mark- 
ed the 33rd anniversary of the 
August revolution with news- 
paper commentaries appealing 
to people to be ready to fight 
a possible large-scale war 
against “international reactio- 
naries," the Voice of Vietnam 
reported Saturday.

Neto arrives in Zaire 
to embrace by Mobutu 


KiNiHASA Aug. 19 (AP) 
— Zaire President Mobutu 
Sese Seko embraced President 
Agostinho Neto of Angola as 
Neto stepped off his plane 
Saturday tor a three-day visit 
heralded by Zairean and An- 
golan officials as the end of 
the three-year feud between the 
two Central African nations. 

Thousands of Zaireans join- 
ed officials and diplomats at 
Kinshasa's N’djQj airport to 
greet Neto, who was preceded 
by 97 of his officials. 

Neto, who was to’ start his 
talks with Mobutu Saturday 
evening, made no statements on 
his arrival. Zaire officials said 
he was not expected to make 
any declarations before Sun- 
day or Monday, 

Zaire has been involved in a 
cold war with Angola since the 
former Portuguese colony be- 
came independent in 1975, and 
that dispute has been entangled 
with big-power rivalry in Af- 
rica. 

Zaire, heavily aided by the 


United States, Belgium, France 
and other Western nations, 
backed pro-Western movements 
like UNITA and FNLA. Neto’s 
■Popular Movement for the Li- 
beration of Angola — MPLA 
— supported by the. Soviet 
Union and Cuba, triumphed 
and has since ruled the coun- 
try. 

Tension grew, first in 1977 
and then in May this year 
when exiled opponents of. 
Mobutu crossed from Angola 
into southeastern copper-pro- 
ducing Shaba province, an 
area that has beat in conflict 
with the central government 
virtually since the first days of 
the former Belgian colony's in- 
dependence in 1960. 


LONDON. Aug. 19 (R) —
